While  we  were  eating  Violet  Overton  informed  me  that  she  had  just  returned  home  from 
a  missionary  tour  in  Africa. 

The  speaker  for  the  evening  was  Alex  Hancock,  who  had  recently  set  up  his  law  practice  in  Oxford  and  was  run- 
ning for  Congress  in  the  fall  election.  Joyce  Knott,  who  had  become  an  opera  star,  had  been  lent  by  Metropolitan 
to  funish  music  for  the  evening.  All  of  us  were  amazed  when  Dan  Jones  told  of  his  explorations  in  South  America 
and  that  he  had  married  a  beautiful  South  American  heiress. 

As  private  secretary  to  the  manager  of  Club  76  I  hurried  of  to  Raleigh  to  supervise  the  dressing  of  the  chorus 
girls  for  their  late  performance,  after  bidding  all  my  classmates  farewell.
